WILL BE REQUIRED TO MOVE 
HARVEST LATER 


WINNIPEG—In order to assist the 
railways companies in the expeditious | 
movement of the grain crop and to 
prevent any possibility of hardshsip 
being worked on the public, the rail- 
way Association of Canada is appeal 
ing to coal dealers and consumers in 
western Canada to place their winter 
fuel orders immediately 

While these is no shortage of carg 
for the handling of grain, there is 
every possibility that the harvest wiil 
be one of the heaviest in years and it 
ig expected that all of the 80,000 cars 
now assembled in westeern Canada 
will be needed to move the crop quick 
ly. This movement, it is also thought 
will commence from ten to fourteen 
Cays earlier than usual. Once this 
traffic begins the railway companies 
will not be able to divert cars to 
other purposes without adversely af- 
fecting the grain traffic. Therefore, 
the balance of coal orders now will 
release the maximum number of 
cars for grain purposes when they are 
most needed and, at the same time, 
obviate any possibility of coal short- 
ages in various sections of the coun- 
try at a later date.

ment were amply demonstrated. Well 
equipped for general medical practice 
he then went to the Yukon territory 
where such services as he was able to 
render were in urgent demand. Dur- 
ing the many years he was there his 
work was known to be arduous and of 
sterling quality and attended by un- 
usual success. On different occasions 
he made the long journey east for 
such periods as his practice would 
permit and visited various larger 
medical centres with the object of 
keeping in touch with more recent 
advances in medical science. 

“Early last winter his last visit to 
Toronto was made and I recall how 
well he appeared and how full of hope 
for the future. He was going abroad 
to spend six months visiting European 
medical clinics and particularly to 
study a specialty in which he had be- 
come interested. With such improve- 
ment in his equipment as might re- 
sult it was his intention soon after 
returning to move to one of the larg- 
er centres, either Toronto or Edmon- 
ton, more likely the latter, and take 
up practice there.

There is a closed season in the pro 
vinces of Alberta on swans, wood

YOUTHFUL 
RESPONSIBILITY 


One of the reasons why the average 
country lad is more self-reliant than 
his city cousin is because he learns 
to accept a little responsibility and 
nothing is better calculated to de- 
velop character and reliance than a 
moderate amount of responsibility. 
Responsibility inculceates goods habits 
and thrift. ’ 

In the city it is.customary for the 
school boy to be given a weekly al- 
lowance of pocket money. He is of- 
ten not asked or supposed to keep 
any record of the manner in which 
this money is spent either for his own 
information or that of his parents. 
Moreover the city lad is in many 
cases not given any little tasks to do 
as a.regular rountine and as a result 
when the time comes for him to do 
a little work he is apt to shirk it 
regard it as an imposition. He finds 
that he can secure money for the ask 
ing and accordingly has little idea of 
its value 

The average country youth, on the 
contrary, early learns to accept a 
certain. amount of responsibility. 
There is no regular weekly or month- 
ly pay cheque coming in to the head 
of the household and the boy is not 
as a rule given a regular amount in 
pocket money. On the contrary he is 
given a calf or a pig or a pony to 
raise for himself or perhaps some 
seed grain and a few acres of land 
and from this he learns to provide 
his own income. In addition to this he 
has one or two daily chores to per- 
torm, cut some wood or carry some 
water. These methods of providing 
for his own spending money give the 
country youth an early realization of 
the value of money and a sense of re 
sponsibility towards those with whom 
he comes in contact. He soon ap- 
preciates the fact that one cannot 
get some thing for nothing but that 
there is a real reward in satisfaction 
at something well done. 

Boys, of course, should not be im- 
posed upon and made slaves but 
when they are brought up in the man 
ner indicated they are much better 
fitted to take their places as full 
fleged citizens ih their respective com 
munities at a later age. Parents who 
develop a_ sense of responsibility in 
their children are likely to be blessed 
with offspring who will be a source 
of comfort to them in their declining 
yeirs. Wise parents do not make 
slaves of their children nor do they 
become slaves to their children. A 
happy medium brings dividends to 
both
